THRIFTY STAMP COLLECTORS 
REALIZE RICH BENEFITS 


Society 


(B r the A m orist!'J T ress) 
NEW YORK, March 20.— Stamp 
collecting cap now be listed among 
the hobbies of the rich. In the opin­ 
ion of prominent New' 
collec­ 
tors and dealers, the stamp hobby 
bids fair to supplant fine paintings 
and other bulky works of art in the 
estimation of those who mage col­ 
lections for collections’ sake. 
One reason advanced 
?or 
the 
change that is taking place is that 
modern living conditions do not af­ 
ford 
space for bulky collections. 
Whereas a collection of valuable 
canvasses requires spacious halls and 
corridors, with proper lighting, a 
very valuable stamp collection can 
be carried in the vest pocket. Even 
the largest and most valuable col­ 
lections are contained within a few 
volumes which fit into a bookcase., 
Stamp collecting first became a 
really international hobby, dealers 
here say, in the early nineties. From 
1893 to 1900 the hobby had a great 
following. Then it died down until 
1912, since then the ranks of stamp 
enthusiasts have been steadily aug­ 
mented. Today there are in the Uni­ 
ted States alone 50 or more collec­ 
tions which are 
worth 
between 
$100,000 and $200,000 each, deal­ 
ers say, wliile there are almost any 
number of collections valued from 


$25,Q00 to $75,000 each. 
The most valuable stamp in the 
world is said to be the British 
Guiana stamp now owned by A rthur 
Hind of Utica, N. Y. He competed 
with the King of England for this 
Stamp and4won. At the present time 
it is valued by dealers at about 
$38,000. 
About five years ago stamp col­ 
lecting received a great impetus, 
since when prices have advanced 
greatly, placing some issues entirely 
out of reach of any but wealthy 
buyers. This has driven many col­ 
lectors into the field of post cards 
and envelopes, but prices on these 
too, it is said, are advancing rapidly. 
Lately, there has been a big de­ 
mand for stamps of* the Confeder­ 
ate government, issued during the 
war of the rebellion. Old ramshackle 
buildings on the lower East Side 
have produced many rare stamps of 
the early days of the United States. 
Collectors say that the craze has 
extended to Europe, especially in 
England, where there is a particu­ 
lar demand for stamps of the Uni­ 
ted States. 
Hardly a day passes in which 
there is not a stamp auction in New 
York. The same is true in London, 
and in Paris there is a regularly 
established stamp exchange.

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ESCAPE WINTER RIGORS 


(By th* Afts*ciate4 Prow) 
SALDNICA— The wolves of the 
Carpathian mountains, driven south 
fey the severe winter, are threaten­ 
ing the sheep folds on the shores of 
the Aegean sea where millions of 
sheep are gathered to pass the win­ 
ter months. The present Invasion ex­ 
ceeds all previous records. Bulgaria 
and the Macedonian district north 
of Salon lea report many attacks by 
wolves, hunting in packs. 
In the villages around Novo Scio, 
north of here. the villagers have or­ 
ganized a 
series 
of 
co-operative 
hunts. When a locality is reported 
to be infested by wolves, the hunt­ 
ers send out a party of beaters, who 
drive the predator)' animals toward 
a common point. Here the hunters 
open fire upon them. 
The neighborhood of Salonica and 
the coastal strip between Pofto La­ 
go* and D edcaratch, 
where 
snow 
seldom falls, is the centre of the 
sheep wintering industry of the Bal­ 
kans, and many large flocks are 
driven from Serbia, Rum ania and 
Bulgaria to crop the dry grass. 
Toward these flocks the wolves 
are evidently tending. The dogs are 
the most valued possession of the 
shepherds, and there have been sev­ 
eral instances in which the solves 
have not attem pted to raid sheep 
folds, but have pounced upon the 
dogs. evidently to clear the locality 
of the natural protectors of the 
sheep.
